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_ BWA Closing Is ‘Largest’ Baptist

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil— 
(BP)—The 10th Congress of the 
Baptist World Alliance closed 
here Sunday, July 3, with a gi- 
gantic evangelistic service in 
Maracana Stadium attended by 
150,000 people, the largest Bap- 
tist meeting in history. 

Principal speaker for the oc- 
casion was Billy Graham. He re- 
ported that this was the biggest 
crowd he had ever addressed. 


In opening the afternoon | 
meeting, Dr. Theodore F. 
Adams, outgoing president of 
the Alliance, said to the vast 
throng, “You are a part of per-} 
haps the largest gathering of 
Protestants and Evangelicals in 
all of time.” William J. Rey- 
nolds of Nashville led the dele- 
gates and visitors from 10 na- 
tions in an unprecedented vol- 
ume of music as they sang “all 
hail the Power of Jesus’ Name”

When the meeting came it proved to be one of the 
most successful and best attended sessions that the 
Baptist World Alliance has ever held. 

Thousands were present in every session with an 
estimated 30,000 in the opening! meeting, and more 
than 150,000 in the great gathering on the closing Sun- 
day afternoon. 

Top government and economit leaders, as well as 

” preachers, denominational executives, educators and 
lay church leaders were present and participating. 

By plane, by ship, by train, by bus, by car and by 
other means of transportation,. the masses of people 
came to Rio. 

Commissions which had labored together for five 
years had their re ports ready. 

Outstanding speakers from many nations deliver- 
ed messages on vital themes. 

Under large banners proclaiming that “Jesus Christ 
is Lord” the conferees gathered for session after ses- 
sion. 

The 10th World Congress of the Baptist World Alli- 
ance was one of the most important Baptist meetings 
ever held. Its impact on Baptist and other Christian 
work should be felt for years to come. 

Such Conferences Necessary 

Such conferences of leaders of Baptist work around 
the world are necessary under the organizational rela- 
tionship of Baptists. No ecclesiastical hierarchy con- 

trols their work or determines 
their policies. Every Baptist de- 
nominational organization is in- 
dependent and makes its own 
program. Indeed, every Bap- 
tist Church is independent and 
carries on its work according 
to the will of its members. 

Under. such circumstances it 
is important that leaders of va- 
rious Baptist groups come to- 
gether occasionally for fellow- 
ship, reports, and to counsel to- 
gether on world Baptist strate- 
gy. 

Around the beginning of the 
twentieth century Baptist: lea- 
ders recognized this need for 
world fellow and confer- 
efice, and called for the first 
rheeting which was held in Lon- 
don: in 1995. Since that frist 
congress eight others have been 
held, making the one just con- 
cluded the tenth such meeting.

Candidacy Of 


Roman Catholic 


DALLAS — (BP) — Senator 
John F. Kennedy’s election as 
president of the United States 
would “spell the death of a free 
church in a free state,” the pas- 
tor of the largest Southern Bap- 
tist Church warned in a recent 
Sunday sermon here. 

Dr. W. A. Criswell, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church of Dal- 
las, fired away at the Catholic 
presidential candidate, crying 
that his election would kill “all 
hopes of continued full relig- 
ious liberty in America.” 

An editorial in the Dallas 
Morning News termed Cris- 
well’s sermon as “an opening 
gun in a barrage that, if it does 
not halt Kennedy at the Con- 
vention, Will be stepped up to 
destroy him at the polls. 

“If Kennedy is nominated 
and elected,” said Criswell, “it 
will inevitably open the door 
for a United States ambassa- 
dor to the Roman Catholic 
Church, tax support for Catho- 
lic schools, and finally the rec- 
ognition of the Roman Church 
above all ohers.”

From large country and small, from places where Baptist 
influence is great, and from areas where Baptists must 
fight for their very existence, representatives had journey- 
ed to this important meeting. All had converged on Rio 
for the largest Baptist meeting of history. 

General Secretary Reports 

The report of the General Secretary, Dr. Arnold T. 
Ohrn, revealed that Baptists of the world have made mark- 
ed progress during the past five years, with the number of 
Baptists increasing from approximately 20,000,000 to about 
23,000,000. The “organization has been extended,” “New 
ventures have been undertaken,” and “In several ways the 
ties of fellowship have been strengthened, and renewed 
contacts with fellow-believers in less accessible areas have 
been made.” 

Dr. Ohrn, who has served as General Secretary since 
1948, retired at the Rio Congress, and Dr. Josef Norden- 
haug, president of the European Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary at Ruschlikon, Switzerland was elected to succeed 
him.

Before one 
wave of the sea has subsided, 
another arrives to take its 
place. So it is with the billows 
of the grace of God. 

As a matter of fact, the bil- 
lows of God’s grace never sub- 
side. And they seem to billow 
the highest when the billows of 
distress are the greatest; Paul; 
distressed, over his “thorn in 
the flesh,” discovered that 
God’s grace was “sufficient for” 
him. Then he concluded: “I take 
pleasure in , , persecutions, in 
distresses . , . for when I am 
weak, then I am strong.” (II

2000 DECISIONS MADE 
IN FRANKLIN CRUSADE 


The greatest crowds ever to 
assemble in Franklin County 
for any purpose attended the 
County-Wide Revival Crusade 
which closed June 26: The at- 
tendance ran as high as 2,000 
per night. Revival leaders esti- 
mate that approximately 20,000 
people attended the 15 ‘nights 
of the crusade.
